Peres ready to accept Treasury — on his terms 


Coalition: Still trying to bridge gap

Prime Minister Shamir yesterday 
warned that the Likud would not 
include the Labour Party in its gov- 
ernment “at any cost.” But he add- 
ed that “a great effort™ would be 
made today to narrow the gap be- 
tween the two parties, after yester- 
day's ‘negotiations failed to do so. 

Labour Party leader Peres an- 
nounced last night that he would be 
willing to accept the post of finance 
minister in the new government, 
provided he was allowed “all the 
authority necessary to revive the 
economy.” 

Peres pointed out, however, that 
the conditions he set for taking the 
post had not yet been accepted. To 
maximize his authority as finance 
minister, Peres is demanding that he 
chair the Ministerial Economic 
Committee (as all his predecessors 
had), that Labour's Knesset faction 
chair the Knesset Finance Commit-

Yesterday's meeting also failed to 
resolve the other major dispute be- 
tween the parties, on future settle- 
ments in the territories. The Likud. 
which bas promised Tehiya 40 new 
settlements, is willing to go down to 
34, while Labour continues to de- 
mand that no more than six settle- 
ments be built over the next two 
years. The Likud also objects to La- 
bour’s demand that the establish- 
ment of new settlements be condi- 
tional upon the approval of the 
cabinet, in which Labour would ef- 
fectively wield veto power. 

During a meeting with Likud min- 
isters last night. Shamir chastised 
Labour for “making no concessions 
at all" in the negotiations to form a 
wide government. and promised to 
stand firm on the issues that still

WASHINGTON. -- The U.S. 
late last night decided that it was 
opening a dialogue with the 
PLO, President Ronald Reagan 
said in a statement. 

The decision was announced 
at a hastily convened press con- 
ference at the White House. 

Secretary of State George 
Shultz said the PLO, in a state- 
ment earlier in the day, had 
made clear that it had recog- 
nised Israel's right to exist. re- 
nounced terrorism and endorsed 
UN Resolutions 242 and 338. 

“These have long been our condi- 
tions for a substantive dialogue. 
They have been met. Therefore. I 
have authorised the State Depart- 
ment to enter into a substantive dia- 
logue with the PLO,” Reagan said 
in a statement. 

The dramatic American move fol- 
lowed a press conference in Geneva 
by PLO Chairman Yasser Arafat at 
which he affirmed Israel's “right to 
exist,” alongside a Palestinian state. 

“The U.S. does not recognise the 
declaration of the independent Pal- 
estinian state,” Shultz said. “It is 
also important to recognise that the 
U.S. commitment to the security of 
Israel remains unflinching.” 

Shultz, who barred Arafat from 
entering the U.S. to deliver a speech 
to the UN, said he had not changed 
his mind about the wisdom of that 
decision. “I didn’t change my mind 
... they made their statement clear, 
so it doesn't have the ambiguities. It 
was clear, it was unencumbered,” 
he said.

ton expressed “regrets” at the U.S. 
decision. The embassy was notified 
about the decision before the press 
conference, an embassy spokesman 
said. 

In Jerusalem. a Foreign Ministry 
spokesman said that the ministry. 
after consultations. had decided it 
would not comment on the Ameri- 
can decision until this morning. 

U.S. officials said that Arafat" 
statements in his press conference 
had met the Administration's condi- 
tions for opening direct talks with 
the PLO. 

Sources said that the talks will be 
held near the PLO headquartets in 
Tunisia. 

The American decision was pre- 


ceded by a meeting of top U.S. State | 


Department officials. during which 
they “carefully studied” Arafat's re- 
marks at a press conference in Ge- 
neva yesterday. which followed his 
speech to the UN General Assembly 
on Tuesday. 

At his news conference, Arafat 
acknowledged “the right of all par- 
ties concerned in the Middle East 
conflict to exist in peace and securi- 
ty. and, as I have mentioned. includ- 
ing the state of Palestine. Israel and 
other neighbours, according to the 
resolutions 242 and 338." 

One of the country’s top PLO ex- 
perts said that Arafat's comments 
probably came after indirect con- 
tacts with the U.S., and predicted 
that the forward movement in the 
PLO chief's latest statements would 
lead to the opening of a dialague. 

“The PLO would not have held a 
press conference and: repeated the 
three points in conflict, had there 
not been [indirect] contacts between 
the PLO and the Americans,” suid 
Dr. Matti Steinberg. of Hebrew 
University. - 


Isracl Radio reported that Arafat 
declined to state that the PLO had 
formally abolished the Palestinian 
Covenant. saying that the Likud had 
not abandoned its biblical claim to 
Greater Israel. 

Before the U.S. announced that it 
would open a dialogue with the 
PLO. Foreign Ministry analysts 
maintained that despite some pro- 
gress made by Arafat. he had failed 
to unequivocally accept any one οἵ 
the three U.S. conditions for 
Hepoiiations. 

The analysts said that Arafat hod 
qualified his acceptance of UN Se- 
curity Council Resolution 242 by 
linking it with the PNC decisions in 
Algiers. which, according to the ts- 
raeli and U.S. views, hud not ac- 
cepted the resolution. 


Arafat had also not explicitly ree- 
ognized Isruct’s right to exist, link- 
ing it, iver alia. with UN partition 
resolution IX] and with the exis- 
tence of a “State of Palestine.” 

The analysts also pointed to Ara. 
fat’s refusal to call an end τὸ the 
intifada, but did sav that his renunci- 
ation of terror wis the clearest to 
date. 

Arafat told the news conference 
the PLO “totally and absolutely τος 
nounces ull forms of terrorism in- 
cluding individual. sroup and state 
terrorism. 


“Yesterday in my speech...I also 
referred to our ucceptunce of resolu- 
tions 242 and 335 as the basis for 
negotiations with Isruel within the 
framework of an international con- 
ference.” he said. 

Previous PLO endorsements of 
the nwo hey resolutions have been 
coupled with references to Palestin- 
ian self-determination and to other 
UN resvlutions.

More and more young couples in 
the Negev are filing for divorce, as

Religious council officials in Ofa- 
kim have informed local labour 
council chairman Sa’adia Alus that 
couples are blaming financial prob- 
lems for the breakdown of their 
marriages. τ 

Labour council heads from the 
Negev held an emergency meeting 
yesterday in Ofakim to discuss

American UN Ambassador Ver- 
non Walters yesterday told the spe- 
cial UN General Assembly session 
in Geneva that Israel must “face up 
to the need for withdrawal” from 
the West Bank and Gaza, while Chi- 
na, Sweden and the Soviet Union 
backed PLO.Chief Yasser Arafat's 
call from the UN rostrum for an 
international peace conference. 

Egyptian President Hosni Mu- 
barak, meanwhile, telephoned U.S. 
Secretary of State George Shultz 
and urged him to take a “more un- 
derstanding attitude” toward Ara- 
fat's UN speech and the recent PLO 
peace initiatives. 

Walters and Israeli UN Ambassa~- 
dor Yohanan Bein were the only 
diplomats in Geneva who did not 
praise Arafat's speech — apart from 
those of {ran and Libya, who con- 


demned Arafat for making too 
many concessions to the Israelis. 

Meanwhile. Sweden's foreign 
minister. Sten Andersson. urged the 
Israeli government “to openly de- 
clare in this assembly that Israel has 
no intention to acquire and remain 
in the territories. : 

China and the Soviet Union bo' 
urged Israel to take advantage of 
PLO peace overtures. with Peking 
accusing Israeli authorities of “ob- 
duracy and intransigence.” 

“It is high time for Israel to seize 
the situation and make a positive 
response,” said Deputy Chinese 
Foreign Minister Qi Huaiyuan. 

Speaking for the Soviet Union. 
Deputy Foreign Minister Vladimir 
Petrovsky argued that Arafat's 
speech confirmed that the PLO 
cowd be “a serious and authorita- 
tive™ partner in Middle East peace 
talks.

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New IDF 
aid team 

leaves for 
Armenia

The IDF's aid mission in Soviet 
Armenia, entering its fifth day. is to 
receive reinforcements today from 
the long-awaited second team, 
scheduled to depart from Israel be- 
fore dawn this morning. 

Military sources said last night 
that in addition to the field hospital 
and medical team aboard the two 
Hercules transports turned back on 
Monday, a third Hercules was 
scheduled to depart with supplies 
and extra equipment for the evacua- 
tion team commanded by Haga 
(Civil Defence) chief Tat-Aluf 
Aharon Vardi. 

Among the items to be sent to 
Vardi's team in Leninakan were let- 
ters and gift packages for the Israeli 


rescue workers. 


All three planes, scheduled to de- 
part Ben-Gurion Airport early this 
morning, were to fly to the Arme- 
nian capital, Yerevan. The flight 
was expected to take the C-130 Her- 
cules transports three and ἃ half 
hours. 

The second team. numbering 
about 50 persons under the com- 
mand of deputy commander of the 
Medical Corps Aluf-Mishne Mickey 
Weiner, is equipped to operate in- 
dependently of the first rescue team. 
In addition to the medical personnel 
and hospital. the second team in- 
cludes technical and administrative 
staff and its own radio unit. 

An ambulance and a command 
car were sent with the medical team. 
The IDF said last night the team’s 
final destination was not known. 

The extra supplies for the first 
team included two command cars, 
water, fuel, cooking gas and such 
items as blankets, eating utensils 
and 300 pairs of socks.

Angry parents block TA-Jerusalem highway

Residents of Ramat Motza and 
Beit Zayit blocked the Jerusalem- 
Tel Aviv highway yesterday morm- 
ing as they launched a campaign for 


a safe pedestrian crossing at the. 


Motza bridge intersection. 

The demonstration, which turned 
violent, came two days after Tomer 
Khalifa, 10, of Beit Zayit. was killed 
before his mother’s eyes as he 
crossed the highway to get to her. 

Traffic backed up as far as the 
Harel bridge in one direction and 
the entrance to Jerusalem in the oth- 
er as about 200 people walked back 


and forth at the crossing where Ha- 
lifa was killed. When one motorist 
tried to drive through anyway, a 
crowd gathered around the car and 
began to turn it over. 

Police came to the driver's assis- 
tance and used force to open the 
road to traffic. Four demonstrators 
were arrested, but were later re- 
leased. Jerusalem police spokesman 
Rafi Levy said that no charges 
would be brought against them. 

“We wanted to get someone in 
the government to take notice that 
we exist.” said Adi Elkayam, a 
member of the residents’ organizing 
committee. The residents will now

demonstrate daily in front of the 
relevant government offices and 
seek the help of Knesset members. 
If their demands are not met, they 
will not hesitate to block the road 
again, he said. 

Khalifa’s death brought to the 
fore the fears of residents whose 
children bave to cross the highway 
at a‘spot that has no traffic lights, no 
pedestrian bridge or tunnel, and no 
painted lines to indicate that motor- 
ists should be especially alert. 

“This isn’t the only protest there 
will be,” said Benny Beck, 36, of Beit 
Zayit. “We parents have decided that 
we have to save our children.”” 


Returning to Moscow to fight for exit visa 
Refusenik turns up in Israel to get his passport

Boris Chernobilsky, who is still 
waiting for an exit visa to Israel after 
12 years as a refusenik, dropped in 
for a visit to Israel this week after a 
month in the U.S., to pick up his 
Israeli passport. 


In an interview (through an inter- 
preter) yesterday in Jerusalem. 
Chernobilsky found it difficult to say 
-how it felt to be here.’ At the.end of 
next week, he goes back to Moscow 
for another round in his battle of 
nerves with the authorities. 


He said that “even though Ovir 
{the Soviet bureau that issues exit 
permits] has told me over the tele- 
phone that my state-secrecy restric- 
tion has been lifted, it is not so 
simple. The. Soviet bureaucracy 
doesn’t work according to rules. 
There is no real reason why we 
haven't received permission to leave 
yet. It’s just that someone high up 
has not made the decision yet.” 


Three other long-term refuseniks, 
Yuli Kosharovsky of Moscow and 
Roald Zelichonok and Yevgeny 
Lein df Leningrad, received permis- 


sion to leave this week after their 
security restrictions were suddenly 
lifted. 


Chernobilsky became an itinerant 
refusenik because of his work with 
Soviet human-rights activist Andrei 
Sakharov, who helped form the In- 
ternational Foundation for the De- 
velopment and Survival of Mankind 
earlier this year. Sakharov took 
Chemobilsky and another refusenik 
with him to the U.S. last month for 
méeétings of the foundation, among 
whose members are such prestigious 
Americans as Robert MacNamara 
and Prof. Jerome Weisner. 


Chemobiisky's ties with Sakharov 
go back to 1980. before the latter 
was exiled to Gorky. At that time, 
Chemobilsky prepared material on 
emigration for the Helsinki Watch 
Group, which tracked human-rights 
abuses in the Soviet Union. 


Also in 1980, Chernobilsky re- 
ceived Israeli citizenship under a law 
designed to protect Jews abroad 
who were prevented from making 
aliya. When he asked the authorities 
here to send him an Israeli passport, 
he was refused. The Interior Minis-

try contended (hat this would harm 
sensitive contacts with the Soviet 
Union. 


His friends here took his case to 
the High Court of Justice, and even- 
tually a compromise was reached. A 


passport was issued for him and his 
family, but was kept here in a law- 
yer's care. 


Why is it important to him to have 
an Israeli passport? 


“We wish to be considered Israeli 
nationals in every way possible, and 
to have as little contact as possible 
with Soviet institutions. My ae a 
ter was accepted in a school for.for- 
eigners, which' was unprecedented. 
My wife teaches Hebrew in informal 
classes. My son, who is four, has no 
Soviet documents. For them he 
doesn’t exist.” 


Chemobilsky, who worked as a 
radio engineer until he applied to go 
to Israel, was fired from eight jobs 
over the years because of his activ- 
ism. When he returns to Moscow, 
he will be employed by the founda- 
tion, which received a grant of 
15,000 rubles to prepare projects in 
the Soviet Union. The members of 
the foundation, which is an interna- 
tional organization, have quasi-dip- 
lomatic status and have the right to 
travel abroad as tourists without the 
red tape that normally encumbers 
Soviet citizens. ᾿ 


Intifada, Armenian disaster temper celebrations 


Low-key Christmas planned for Bethlehem

Christmas celebrations in Bethle- 
hem will be muted this year, with 
church authorities adjusting the 
tone of the festivities on account of 
the sombre mood of the intifada. 


“The liturgy must be complete, 
but the appendages will be more 
simple.” said Fr. Claudio Baratto, 
director of the Christian Informa- 
tion Centre in Jerusalem's Old City. 


Baratto, a Franciscan monk, said 
the Latin patriarch's procession at 
noon on December 24 would take 
place as usual, but would not in- 
clude all the scouts and dignitaries 
who had been present in previous 
years. 


Also missing will be the police on 
horseback who usually accompany 
the patriarch - but they won't be 
there because they are Jewish and 
the procession this year falls on 
Shabbat. 


Nazareth-born Michel Sabbah, 
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the first Arab to be appointed Latin 
patriarch. is to lead the procession 
for the first time. On Monday, Sab- 
bah met with the head of the Civil 
Administration of Judea and Samar- 
ia, Tat-Aluf Shaike Erez, Bethle- 
hem governor Sgan-Aluf Levi Shal- 
tiel, and Shmuel Hamburger, the 
Civil Administration officer for reli- 
gious affairs. and assured them that 
all religious observances would take 
place as scheduled. 


But the nature of some of these 
observances is still under discussion. 
The Roman Catholics have yet to 
meet with the Greek Orthodox to 
coordinate their ceremonies. One 
issue to be decided is exactly how far 
from Bethlehem's Church of the Na- 
tivity each denomination’s local 
Priests will be when they greet the 
patriarch as he arrives from 
Jerusalem. 


The Roman Catholics. together 
with other Western Christians. ob- 
serve Christmas on the night of De- 
cember 24, For the Greek Ortho- 
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dox, Christmas Eve is on January 6, 
‘and the Armenian date is January 
18. Each Church holds its own pro- 
cession and service. 


This year the Armenians are plan- 
ning to curtail non-religious activi- 
ties because of the tragedy in Soviet 
Armenia. 


As for the lights and decorations 
which usually grace Manger Square, 
Bethlehem Mayor Elias Freij would 
not say yesterday whether they 
would be approved this year. 


“The decorations and lights don’t 
make Christmas." he said. ‘“The tra- 
ditional Christmas is the ceremony 
in the church and that will go on as 
usual.” 


Also scheduled to take place as 
usual are the Protestant service at 
Shepherd's Field on Christmas Eve. 
the showing of the Roman Catholic 
midnight mass on a giant television 
Screen in Manger Square, and the 
concert of choirs in the square dur- 
ing the evening. 


This year, six choirs will be taking 
part -- two from Spain. two from 
Switzerland and two from Israel. 


The organist at the Roman Catho- 
lic mass will be Fr. Armando Pier- 
ucci, who arrived recently to serve

There has been widespread criti- 
cism in the Soviet media that the 
quake rescue operation was slow to 
get started and poorly organized. 
Newspapers have said Soviet work- 
ers do not measure up to special 
Tescue teams sent in from abroad. 

Chazov told the news conference 
he favoured establishing a special 
system of medical help, including 
re.erves of medicai personnel and 
helicopters and planes prepared to 
transport them and mobile hospitals 
immediately to ‘a disaster area. 

He noted that all the hospitals in 
the stricken area were destroyed 
and that many loca! medical workers 
died in the quake, Soviet officials 
put the total death toll at 55,000. 

Chazov said that, in the previous 
24 hours, more than 60 people had 
been pulled out alive from the ruins 
caused by the quake. “We must not 


abandon the search until we remove 
the last bit of debris,” he said. 


Authorities and the media also 
announced strict measures to stop 
looting, ἃ serious problem in the 
aftermath of the quake. A midnight 
to 5 a.m. curfew was imposed 
throvghour’ Armenia and soldiers 
were patrolling the quake-devastat- 
ed centres of Leninakan and nearby 
Spitak to prevent Icoting. 

Meanwhile, frigid, foggy weather 
and kinks in the Soviet supply line 
cost rescuers vital time yesterday in

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Pretoria proposes swapping 
Angolan pilot for SA soldier 


JOHANNESBURG (Reuter) — 
Pretoria offered yesterday to swap 
an Angolan pilot who landed his 
MiG-2] jet in Namibia for a South 
African captured in Angole. 

Foreign Minister Pik Botha said 
South Africa was also prepared to 
return the Soviet-made plane, which 
made a safe landing in the South 
African-ruled territory on Tuesday, 
as an accord for Nanmubia’s indepen- 
dence and a Cuban troop withdraw- 
al from Angola was signed in the 
Congolese capital of Brazzaville. 

Botha, in a conciliatory state- 
ment, said the exchange could take 
place in New York next week when 
South Africa, Cuba and Angola are 
dae to formalize the Brazzaville ac- 
cords. There was no immediate pub- 
lic response from Angola to Pre- 
toria’s offer. 

Angola’s official news agency An- 
gop identified the as Lt. Do- 


mingo Jose de Almeida Vinez and 
said he was obliged to land in Na- 


The 
Angop report, monitored in Lisbon, 
did not mention Angola's response 
to the swap offer. 

Another Angolan aircraft also vi- 
olated Namibian air space but had 
returned to Angola, Botha said.

Swedes detain suspected murderer of Olof Palme 


STOCKHOLM (Reuter) - Swedish 
police yesterday detained a man 
who once killed a drug addict with a 
bayonet and formally cautioned him 
that he was suspected of murdering, 
prime minister Olof Palme three 
years ago, a state prosecutor said. 

“The man has been informed un- 
der the law that he is suspected of 
the murder. He has denied it." said 
prosecutor Anders Halin. 

Under Swedish law. this is the 
first step in initiating a prosecution. 

Police said they found arms dur- 
ing a search of the 41-year-old sus- 
pect’s house. 


A senior government official 
briefed party political leaders about 
the suspect. They were told he had a 
deep personal hatred of Palme, po- 
litical sources said. 

Several suspects have been de- 
tained in the abortive and scandal- 
ridden hunt for Palme's killer but 
none was officially informed that he 
was a murder suspect. 

Newspapers and radio stations, 
said the man had a tong criminal 
record. Among other crimes, he had 
been convicted of killing ἃ drug ad- 
dict with a bayonet in 1971. 

This murder took place only a few 


metres across the street from where 
Palme was shot by a lone gunmun as 
he walked home from the cinema 
with his wife on the night of Febru-

Swedish radio said the man would

killer. Hf he were unable to provide 
an alibi, the man would be formally 
charged with Palme’s murder, the 
radio said. 


The evening newspaper Aftonbla- 
det said the man had been formally 
interviewed by police in 1986 after 
investigators had been tipped that 
he had been near the scene of the 
killing. 

But the police then were con- 
vinced that the murder was political- 
ly motivated and had disregarded 
other lines of inquiry. 


Vietnamese refugees’ 10-year terror trip

PARIS (AFP) -'When Tran Van 
Long. 38, and his wife, Le Thi Mai, 
decided to flee Vietnam in 1978, 
they thought a passage to the West 
through China and Burma looked a 
safer bet than the cruel sea that was 
to swallow up so many boat people. 

But they embarked on ἃ 10-year 
trial of the human spirit which some 
have failed to come through. 

The couple quickly found them- 
selves in prison for illegal entry into 
Burma. i 

They languished in Burmese jails 
for the next nine years, including the 
Sinister Insein prison near Rangoon. 
“At the drop of a hat we were vi- 
ciously beaten, sometimes just be- 
cause we could not understand what 
our Burmese jailers wanted.” said 
Tran in hesitant Chinese.

Rebels free 
225 from 
Sri Lankan jail 


COLOMBO (Reuter) ~ Security 
forces scoured the Sri Lankan capi- 
tal yesterday in efforts to round up 
225 prisoners who escaped fram the 
city’s maximum secunty jail in a 
mass breakout engineered by left- 
wing rebels. Thirty-five of the pris- 
oners were later captured. 

Thirty rebels were killed in a 
shoot-out with security forces dur- 
ing Tuesday night’s dramatic escape 
which military sources said was or- 
ganized with the heSp of some prison 
officials. 

Three prisoners were among the 
dead according to some reports 
which could not be confirmed. Thir- 
ty escaping prisoners had been re- 
captured. 

“It was an inside job with the 
connivance of some prison offi- 
cials.” a senior military official said. 

The sources said the breakout be- 
gan when left-wing People’s Libera- 
tion Front gunmen opened fire and 
lobbed grenades into Welikade Pris- 
on in Colombo: 

Simultaneously, inmates in part 
of Welikade where mainly Front 
supporters are kept blew a hole in 
the prison wall with explosives that 
the military said had been smuggled 
inside earlier. 

The prisoners escaped in waiting 
vans and commandeered buses as 
rebels exchanged fire with security 
forces. Some of the inmates were 
also armed with smuggled wezpons. 

The attackers took refuge in a 
nearby post office and shops and the 
sources said a civilian driver was 
killed in the ensuing crossfire. 

The army sent in an armoured car 
and reinforcements to seal off the 
area and.

bloody prison mutiny during the 
Burmese upheavals of last August 
enabled a group of 31 Vietnamese 
refugees to escape. Two others the 
couple knew had already died in jail 
and three more later disappeared. 

“We have asked the Burmese em- 
bassy in France to investigate their 
whereabouts,” Tran said. But hopes 
of finding them alive are very slim. 
He arrived in Paris in September 
with other Vietnamese refugees 
who survived the same ordeal. 

Ly Quan Nhan, bom in South 
Vietnam 35 years ago, also took the 
road to China and Burma, spending 
four months in the Chinese province 
of Yunnan in 1978, and he, too, 
ended up in a Burmese jail. Found 
guilty of illegal entry -- Rangoon has 
not signed the Geneva convention 
on political refugees — Ly was sen- 
tenced to two years’ imprisonment. 


He spent a decade in four different 
jails. including Insein. 

Fifteen thousand political and 
criminal prisoners were crammed 
into Insein on the eve of the riots 
last summer, he said. One thousand 
were killed, including 300 students 
who were “beaten to death,” 
stripped of their possessions. tied up 
in rice sacks and burned, Ly said. 

During the breakout, he suffered 
a bullet wound in a leg and is proud 
to show off his wound. Ly said: “We 
have lost 10 years of our lives. We 
have no work and we want the Bir- 
mese authorities to recognize ‘their 
guilt and help us.” 

Their nightmare could have con- 
tinued but for Je intervention of 
the UN High Commissioner for Ref- 
ugees, alerted by Amnesty Interna- 
tional! and relatives and friends who 
managed to reach Canada in 1986. 


After the breakout, the Vietnam- 
ese sought refuge at the French em- 
bassy in Rangoon and, with UN 
backing, received visas for Paris. In 
France, the France Land of Asylum 
Association looked after them. But 
their plight is far from over. 

One of two women in the group, 
who was incarcerated in Burma for 
13 years, is so troubled she can no 
longer speak. She has already run 
away three times since September. 
Two other refugees have tuberculo- 
sis and are still in hospital. 

The odyssey is over now, but the 
nightmare is still fresh. 

Next week, the able-bodied 
among them will leave the associa- 
tion’s transit centre on the edge of 
Paris and take up residence in a 
second lodging, where they will be 
lcoked after for another six months.

BARRING last minute hitches in the Likud- 
Labour coalition talks, Labour Party chair- 
man Shimon Peres will in all likelihood be the 
finance minister of Israel's new, broad coali- 
tion government. It is certainly not a position 
he particularly cherishes and he did not fight 
an uphill and gruelling election campaign in 
order to land one of the most unthankful, 
though most important. cabinet portfolios. . 
In accepting this ungrateful assignment, 
Mr. Peres has bowed to the will of the major- 
ity of the Labour Party leadership, against his 
own better judgement, which would have kept 
him in the Foreign Ministry where he would 
have wanted to carry on his efforts in pursuing 
the peace process. But his party colleagues 
seem convinced that it needs a top Labour 
man in the Treasury in order to rescue the 
ailing Histadrut enterprises, once the pride of 
the nation, which, together with the rest of 
Israel's industry. became the victims of seven 
years of a devastating Likud economy. 
Although the economy is not exactly Shi- 
mon Peres’s first love, he is no novice to its 
intricate problems. It was during his two-year 
premiership that the Israeli economy pros- 
pered as a result of his untiring efforts in 
pushing the government to carry out his out- 
standing economic stabilization programme. 
However, while in the beginning the ends 
justified the means and all tools were legiti- 
mnate in order to drastically curb the hyperin- 
flation, the legacy of Yoram Aridor’s merry 
years, during the past years those means have 
become an end. Thus, although the outgoing 
Finance Minister Moshe Nissim has done an 
outstanding job, mainly through his tight-fist 
policy, the economy now faces enormous 
probiems which must be tackled immediately, 
* once the next finance minister takes office. 
The extremely high interest rates that were 
introduced in July 1985 with then premier 
Peres’s blessing, in order to curb inflation and 
to avoid the outflow of foreign currency. are 
still a major stumbling-block to healthy eco- 
nomic activity. By now, they have become a 
bind to the economy. Initially. tue high inter- 
est rates only exposed the inefficient enter- 
prises and failing firms. But at this stage, these 
high interest rates have begun to harm firms 
which are basically strong and efficient. 
The high interest rates, the intifada and the 
higher wages have already brought about a 
. higher rate of unemployment in all.industries, 
: espécially in textiles, food and steel. Accord- 
‘ ing to the Manufacturers Association, the in- 
* dustry has lost about I7;000 job positions. 
Unfortunately, at the same time the public 
sector absorbed a 2.9 per cent growth during 
the first eight months of the year which is 
equivalent to the drop in industry. This trend

turmoil, but because they are stuck in the old 
system where employees receive wage in- 
creases which are eventually eroded anyway 
because of devaluation. Only recently em- 
ployees received a 4.5 per cent cost of living 
allowance, which aggravated the manufactur- 
ers’ situation even further and made it urgent 
to devalue our currency. 

Thus, the next finance minister will have a 
war of entrenchments on his hands with all the 
ministries, in cutting real wages and the stan- 
dard of living, trying to avoid implementing 
coalition agreements and only marginally 
helping troubled enterprises such as Koor and 
the kibbutz economy. He will have to be the 
bad guy if he really wants to succeed in his job 
and not ruin the economy. : 

This will put Mr. Peres immediately on the 
spot. He will have to walk a tightrope be- 
tween fulfilling at least some of the expecta- 
tions of his Labour Party colleagues in order 
to rescue the Labour economy from an un- 
precedented crisis, and pursuing the major 
goal of bringing down inflation even further

SECRETARY SHULTZ'S idenii- 
cal congratulatory cables to Yitzhak 
Shamir and Shimon Peres. 2 day 
after the Israeli elections. were in- 
terpreted as a clear hint that the 
friendly superpower prefers a 
broad-based government in 
Jerusalem. 

Forty days elapsed before the 
leadership of Israel’s two major par- 
ties heeded that advice and em- 
barked on serious negotiations for a 
renewal of their partnership. 

While Shultz’s latent desire re- 
garding Israel is nearly accom- 
plished. Yasser Arafat's address in 
Geneva ta the UN General Assem- 
bly was a setback to the secretary's 
hopes. The PLO leader did not keep 
his promises to accept the American 
conditions for a dialogue. 

Although these two develop- 
ments appear to be widely separat- 
ed, they are in fact interrelated. 
Arafat's Geneva address constituted 
the peak of the PLO diplomatic of- 
fensive, and Israel's national need to 
contain it persuaded the present 
partners in the national unity gov- 
ernment to seek a modus vivendi for 
the reconstruction of a broad-based 
coalition. 

The Palestine National Council in 
Algiers finally buried the prospects 
of Israel's acquiescing in an interna- 
tional conference as a vehicle for 
solving the Arab-Israeli dispute. Al- 
though Arafat in Geneva reiterated 
his adherence to the idea of such 2 
conference, the PLO leaders are 
well aware that the dream will not 
be fulfilled in 1989. 

Abu Iyad, Arafat's close aide. 
stated in Kuwait that there was no 
chance of an international confer- 
ence on the Middle East being con- 
vened in the coming year. 

He reached this conclusion after 
analysing the Algiers resolution. His 
perception was that the PNC “did 
not accept Security Council Resolu- 
tion 242 as a hasis for peace, but 
only as one of the ingredients re- 
quired for the convening of an inter- 
national conference.” The other in- 
gredients were a recognition of the 
Palestinians’ right to a state of their 
own and an endorsement of their 
“right to return™ to their homes in 
Israel, from which they fled during 
the 1948 war. : 

Abu fyad and Farouk Kadoumi 
both understand that Israel will not 
surrender to these conditions. 
Therefore they do not foresee an 
international conference in the near 
future. 

Nevertheless, they advocate its 
being convened, as this formula 
does not require the recognition of 
Israel, and the so-called negotia- 
tions can be conducted through a 
surrogate.

THE FIRM ARAB refusal to con- 
duct direct negotiations with Israel 
contradicts all interpretations that 
by mentioning 242, the PLO implied 
its readiness to accept Israet’s right 
to a secure existence. 

In any case. the Algiers declara- 
tion and the Stockholm interpreta- 
tion have not advanced the pros- 
pects of the international 
conference. which last year divided 
the national unity government and 
nearly wrecked it. 

In his London meeting in April 
1987. Shimon Peres agreed with Jor- 
dan’s King Hussein on a procedure 
that would prevent PLO participa- 
tion in an international conference. 
Yet last month, Hussein was one of 
the first to recognize the "Palestin- 
ian paper state™ as the sole repre- 
sentative of the Palestinians at any 
international conference. 

This change precludes the acqui- 
escence of any major Israeli party in 
the idea of an international confer- 
ence, and thus removes the main 
stumbling-block in mouiding a new 
government of national unity. 


SINCE THE DEBATE on an inter- 
national conference was one of the 
main issues in the election cam- 
paign, nobody will admit that the 
conference idea is obsolete; but one 
may deduce even from remarks 
made by the foreign ministers of the 
superpowers that they are looking 
for a different machinery in the de- 
liberations to pacify the Middle 
East. : 

The Soviet foreign minister tqld 
his aides, in the presence of the Is- 
raeli representative in Moscow: 
“You must find some other way in 
settling this thorny problem.~ 

He did not elaborate, but it is 
worthwhile noting that the interna- 
tional conference doctrine was a 
Brezhnev invention, and Brezhnev 
is not too popular with the Gorba- 
chev team. 

On the other hand, the U.S. sec- 
retary of state expressed his firm 
opposition to the conditions which 
the Algiers meeting and the Arab 
states tried to impose on the interna- 
tional community. Mr. Shultz ex- 
plicitly signalled the Palestinians 
that it is an illusion to assume that 
the Reagan administration will con- 
travene a.rider to the Foreign Aid 
Law forbidding dealings with the 
PLO unless,that body renounces ter- 
ror and agrees to live in peace with 
Israel. The refusal to grant Arafat 
an entry visa to the U.S.was a clear 
warning. 

In Geneva on Tuesday, UN Sec-

All 
Arab municipality employees, 1500 
out of 5000, are working on a regu- 
lar basis. 1 recently took a Shabbat 
afternoon walk in a city park. Many 
Jewish and also a few Arab families 
were picnicking side by side. 

If a foreign correspondent had 
Presented only one side of the pic- 
ture, we would all criticize it severe- 
ly but would not be surprised. [ have 
higher expectations of a Jerusalem 
newspaper. I expect someone who 
lives here to see and report the story 
in all its dimensions. 

We are going through a difficult 
time. This past week has only 
brought more distressing events. My 
point in this letter is to give a supple- 
mentary side of the situation, miss- 
ing from Mr. Court's article. Why 
make things tougher than they are?

_ Second: if there is mutual recogni- 
tion and an immediate armistice, 
they should be followed by face-to- 

peace negotiations, which is 
something Israel has always wanted. 
How can there be face-face nego- 
tiations unless the parties recognize 
each other? 

Such an offer, coupled with an 
immediate armistice and peace ne- 
gotiations, would be a showing of 
good faith and would go a long way 
toward negating the present world- 
wide claim that Israel is refusing to 
Negotiate and really doesn't want 
peace. 

The offer should be coupled with 
a requirement that the “Palestinian 
government” accept responsibility 
for any future acts of terrorism by its 
people, failing which the “ 
talks" would be abrogated.

The U.S. had previously made the 
inclusion of the PLO in peace nego- 
tiations conditional on an open and 
unambiguous declaration that they 


accept the Security Council resolu- | 


tions. Such a declaration would be 
considered by the U.S. as indirect 
recognition of Iscael’s right to ἃ 56- 
cure existence, 

However, the PNC decided not 10 
make that commitment. On the con- 
trary, it declared the establishment 
of a Palestinian state, with Jcrusa- 
lem as its capital. 

This is diametrically opposed to 
the “Basie Law: Jerusalem Israel's 
Capital" enacted by the Knesset. 
which states that Jerusalem is an 
integral part of the state, and is its 
capital, The demand for the return: 
of the pre-1948 Palestinians, along- 
side the proclamation of Jerusalem 
as the capital of the Palestinian 
state, constitutes a real challenge 7 
the integrity of the State of Israel. 


INDEED. OPPOSITION to the Al- 
giers declaration created a broad na- 
tional consensus in Israel. Yitzhak 
Shamir and Shimon Peres, who dis- 
agreed so sharply during the elec- 
tion campaign, found themselves in 
the same boat when it came to the 
common struggle against the PLO 
offensive. Both stressed, in almost 
identical terms. that the decisions of 
the PNC in Algiers had not changed 
the PLO’s hostility towards Israel, 
and had not qualified it to be a 
potential partner in the future. 

In fact, this consensus against its 
‘claim for a Palestinian state has 
paved the way for a broad-based 
government which could include 
“poth Likud and Labour. 

Thus, to a certain degree thanks 
to Arafat, Secretary Shultz’s sig- 
nalled wish for a broad-based gov- 
ernment in Israel is on the verge of 
fulfilment. 

National interests also require the 
containment of extremist trends of 
the two major parties. 

Without the partnership with La- 
bour, the Likud may be driven away 
from the Camp David formula, 
which safeguards Palestinian rights, 
excluding statehood. On the other 
side, the Labour Party in opposition 
might develop a radical path of ac- 
commodation with PLO deceptions. 

In the meantime, the main- 
streams of the two parties are ex- 
empted from debate on a policy to- 
wards the PLO, since Arafat offers 
neither a direct dialogue nor a com- 
promise with Israel. He proposes a 
dialogue with the U.S.. in order to 
weaken Israel’s close ties with 
Washington. 

American opposition to this PLO 
ploy will depend largely on a united 
Israeli front, its endeavour to imple- 
ment the Camp David accords, and 
its opposition .to Arafat's 
deceptions.

Means opulent homes in British- 
built suburbs north and west of Nai- 
robi, staffed by servants, gardeners, 
and night watchmen. Asians bustle 
about town in shiny new Mercedes. 
Lavish restaurants regularly play 
host to jovial gatherings of large, 
tight-knit clans, - 

To blacks who live in crowded 
apartments and travel to work in 
packed, often dangerous, ratfletrap 
buses, the visible Asian prosperity is 
ἃ constant reminder that their own 


| dreams are out of reach. In the heart 


of Nairobi. legions of enterprising 
black street entrepreneurs must eke 
out a living shining shoes, hawking 
rubber stamps and well-wom maga- 
Zines from sidewalk card tables, and 
offering wood carvings and safari 
Uips to tourists. 

The absence of blacks from the 
business-owning middle class is a 
painful subject. Many blacks, frus- 
trated by government inaction, di- 
rect their hostility at the most obvi- 
ous target: the Asians. whose role as 
middlemen in the economy is a lega- 
cy of colonial days. Although the 
gant Kenyan subsidiaries of multi- 
nationals such as Barclays and Unil- 
ever are nun by British and Ameri-- 
cans, Asians maintain a much higher 
profile. 

While painstaking courtesy reigns 
in relations between Asian business 
owners and their black employees 
and customers, the decorum can't 
overcome the almost palpable ten- 
sion in the air. : 

As they go about their daily activ- 
ities, many Asians live with a gnaw- 
ing worry, and some compare their 
status here to that of Jews in the 
Diaspora. Their fears are not with- 
out basis. Over the years, Kenyan

Recent articles in the Kenyan 
press accuse Asians of unfair and 
illegal business practices. A national 
newsweekly, Fihance, devoted 
much of one edition to a cover story 
entitled: “The Asian question: Who 
are they: citizens or aliens? How 
much of the Kenyan economy do 
they control? 

“Hardly a day passes without a 
revelation of some massive wrong-- 
doing involving an Asian or Asians 
as mastermind(s)... bribery, 
corruption... smuggling... shoddy 
products... mysterious fire 
accidents... illegal importations. " 


ASIANS BRISTLE at such charac- 
terizations. They argue that a dou- 
ble standard exists, that government 
Officials keep enormous overseas 


bank accounts while Asians are 
blamed for protecting their assets 
against confiscation. 

In neighbouring African coun- 
tries. the tension in similar situa- 
tions has boiled over. In 1972, 
Ugandan president Idi Amin de- 
ported the entire Asian community. 
[in Tanzania, the government seized 
Asian properties and businesses. 
Following these events, thousands 
of Asians moved out of Africa. 

A vicious circle in which Asian 
businessmen routinely bribe offi- 
cials to give them import and oper- 
ating permits contributes to ten- 
sions. Okabi says this system, which 
allows poorly paid officials to main- 
tain luxurious homes in the same 
suburbs in which Asians live, shuts 
out many black would-be business 
people who cannot afford the 
bribes. 

B. Schulz, a Nairobi-based execu- 
tive for a large corpora- 
tion, argues that Asians who bribe 
have no choice. “You have to give 
money, to know someone, or your 
application will just sit on a desk.”

OBSERVERS SAY the experiment 
failed because the new owners 
lacked business training, and treat- 
ed gross income as profit, leaving 
nothing with which to inventory. 
But there is a shortage of good busi- 
ness schools. 

Once a prospective black entre- 
preneur gets the training and finan- 
cial backing, he or she faces other 
obstacles. 

“We won't rent to Africans be- 
cause they are not reliable,” said 
Shah, a 55-year-old Asian business-

them.” 


“One of the reasons for our suc- 
cess is we never default on pay- 
ments,” he said. As a result. Asians 
have no problem obtaining long- 
term loans and credit from other 
Asians, a key factor in starting and 
maintaining ventures. Many blacks 
lack the collateral for start-up loans. 

Many of the best and brightest 
black entrepreneurial candidates at- 
tend European and North Aimerican 
universities, then choose not to re- 
tum home. Those who come back 
tend to prefer professions — Jaw, 
medicine and engineering -- to 
business.

‘Doctors’ plot’ veteran remembers 


DR. SALOMON NEZLIN, 96, 
barely four weeks in Israel, is fever- 
ishly writing his memoirs. He must 
be the last survivor of the panel of 
Jewish physicians arrested in Mos- 
cow in 1952 in what went down in 
history as “The Doctors’ Plot” -- 
Stalin's scheme to “transfer" the 
Jews of Russia to certain annihila- 
tion in Siberia. 

Though not directly accused, 
Nezlin spent almost a year in the 
Lubganka and Lefortovo prisons. 
“They accused me of the crime of 
Zionism; but their frequent investi- 
gations, mostly at nights, concerned 
my brother, the cardiologist.”. 

‘The involvement of Dr. Nezlin’s 
brother in the affair occurred when 
he was summoned one day to a com- 
mission of doctors and shown a car- 
diogram of a patient whose identity 
he was not told. “The ion was 
whether the patient's condition was 
acute. My brother was of the opin- 
ion that it wasn’t, and would recom- 
mend a rest. He did not know the 
patient was Zhdanov. As fate would 
have it, Zhdanov died the following 
night.” 

A bitter Russian woman de- 
nounced the physicians concerned 
as deliberately preventing treatment 
for the Soviet leader. And when Sta- 
lin himself was advised to take a 
rest, that set the ball rolling and a 
number of Jewish doctors were put 
on trial. Nezlin points out that the 
“paradox was that Stalin's physi- 
cian, Vinogradov, was not Jewish, 
but a Russian.” 


NEZLIN WAS born ma little town- 
let. a shtetl, called Kalushki, the 
birthplace of a famous man — Cha- 
gall. His father traded with the peas- 
ants, “but after 1905 he decided to 
become an employee.” The son, 
Shloime-Selig, attended the heder in* 
his childhood, but ultimately stud- 
ied in 8 Russian school. He studied 
medicine in Breslau — today’s Polish 
Wroclaw, but German before 
World War II. 

“We created Zionist circles 
among the hundred or so Jewish 
students there. Prominent Zionist 
leaders came to give lectures -- 
Shmaryahu Levin, with his sense of 
humour, was particularly 1 
i ly ordered Yiddish books, 
which bewildered the post office 
clerk; he thought they were 

yerbooks.™ 

Ta 1913, Nezlin attended the Zi- 
onist Congress in Vienna. “What 2

panoply of great men! Warburg, So- 
kolow, Ussishkin.” The speaker 
who made the greatest impression 
was, of course, Vladimir Jabo- 
tinsky. Chaim Weizmann, whom he 
met in Strasbourg at a meeting of 
Zionist students in Europe, capti- 
vated him by his simplicity. 

Back home during the war, Nezlin 
was a country doctor. “The peasants 
were not unduly anti-Semitic,” he 
recalls. He met another Jewish phy- 
sician who had recently returned 
from Palestine, apparently disgust- 
ed by the intolerance of the ultra- 
Orthodox Jews in Jerusalem. In Vi- 
tebsk, to which he moved, Nezlin 
encountered Yosef Trumpeldor. 
“What a charming man! I don't 
know what he was looking for.” 

The Zionists welcomed the Rus- 
sian Revolution as a harbinger of 
freedom. A national convention of 
Jewish representatives was planned, 
with probably 80 per cent of the 
delegates being Zionists: but the 
convention never took place: Mos- 
cow did not permit it. 

Perhaps this was tucky for the del- 
egates, for there was the case of 
former members of the Left-SR Par- 
ty (banned under the Tsars) who 
were allowed to hold a reunion — 


and were all arrested when they 
convened. . 


LIFE APPEARED pretty regular 
after Nezlin moved to Moscow — 
until 1952, of course. “They wanted 
me to confess my crimes — meaning 
my Zionist associations. I argued 
that I knew of no crime I had com- 
mitted, that I worked honestly all 
my life. They countered by calling 
me a scoundrel.”’ The investigators 
changed, not their methods. 

The prisoner was required mostly 
to stand. ‘My feet ached. I was al- 
lowed to see a doctor. What a relief 
to sit in a clean room and talk with a 
fellow physician. Really an enter- 
tainment.” The prison doctor pre- 
scribed some powder. A nurse came 
daily to administer the drug. She 
was always accompanied by a sol- 
dier, whose duty was to make sure 
she took back the paper wrapper in 
which the powder was kept. Fantas- 
tic! They feared lest the prisoner 
would have a piece of paper in his 
hand! 

“One could hardly sleep in one’s 
cell. A light burned the whole night, 
for there was a regulation that the 
warden should be able to see the 
prisoner's face when he looked 
through the eye-hole in the door. 

“One knew nothing of what was 
happening outside the prison. One 
day I was told by a higher official 


. that I would soon be released, no 


blame attached. I did not know the 
reason until I was taken, in an offi- 
cial car, to my home. Stalin was 
dead.” 

Ten years ago, the Nezlins ap- 
plied for an exit visa to Israel. They 
were refused. No reason was given. 
Dr. Nezlin’s son, Roald, is a re- 
searcher in biology, a fellow of the 
Soviet Academy of Science. He re- 
ported: “We kept a very low profile. 
I was allowed to continue my work -— 
probably because the head of my 
department was connected with the 
Pugwash [Western-connected disar- 
mament research] Group, and pre- 
ferred to avoid harassing 
questions.” 

Suddenly, the long-awaited per- 
mit was given. Again, no explana- 
tion why. But who cares? 

So the Nezlins are here— Dr. Nez- 
lin and his wife, their son Professor 
Nezlin and spouse, and their two 
sons. They settled in Rehovot, 
where Prof. Nezlin has a job at the 
Weizmann Institute.

Strength and gloss 


THE BACKDROP WAS both psy- 

Shedelic and wacky: giant ads 
boxed, bottled. floating. The very 
Spacing of the objects suggested 
movement, big city, “Big Shoul- 
ders.” They seemed to be suspend- 
ed in the air. So when the dancers of 
the Joseph Holmes Chicago Dance 
Company appeared on the stage at 
Tel Aviv's Mann Auditorium in 
many-coloured costumes and in 
wild. relentless jazz, they seemed 
psychedelic tov. 

As they swung, tumed, swayed 
and jerked their hips, legs, knees, it 
was not-only the individual limbs 
that were engaged in this frantic but 
strictly fashioned movement. They 
danced with their whole bodies. and 
they danced to the musi¢ of many 
varieties of shrill-voiced jazz as if 
they were animated by those 
sounds. 

The first work, Bittersweet Ay 
(music: The Nylons, Ira Antelis. 
“Tangerine Dream”) was choreo- 
graphed by director Randy Duncan,

who succeeded the late Joseph 
Holmes two years ago. The six epi- 
sodes had no perceptible themes 
other than the joy of moving with 
speed, certainty and flash. 

Though the women were highly 
active and saucy. the men were 
more worth watching. Every move- 
ment was clean as a whistle, every 
turn like a whiplash. each twist of 
hip like a call. With this work, the 
company established an image of 
strength and gloss -- jazz gloss. 

Less successful were two short 
pieces in slower tempo: Anything 
that comes out of my mouth, cho- 
reographed by Holmes (music: Sha- 
dowlax). in which a trio in tights, 
slithery as fish, tied for deeper 
emotions: and Psalm (music: Ira 
Antelis) by Duncan. In the latter 
there was a “story.” A man in white 


on an embankment at the water's 
edge (cleverly suggested by the 
shiny floor) seemed to see visions 
and dream dreams, and danced sola 
when dancers in various groupings 
disappeared from the scene. This 
was set against a black backdrop 
which enhanced the sculptured 
look. 

The final set of dances entitled 
Aretha (music: Aretha Franklin). 
choreographed by Holmes and 
Duncan, brought back the sizzle of 
excitement that the first work had 
begun to generate. Also set aginst 
the black backdrop, the duets and 
the grouping of couples were snappy 
and smart. The effect was torrid and 
the tempos fast, with touches of hu- 
mour dappling the explicit and im- 
plicit randiness. 

This was no Alvin Ailey compa- 
ny, but it nevertheless had a rhyth- 
mic animation in the wide and high 
American jazz category that called 
forth an empathic clapping from the 
audience. :

ROME - No car manufacturer would ever admit 
that their shiny new darling rolling off the produc- 
tion line is going to be obsolete-after a year, but few 
are ῳ make πε claim that five years down the 
» their car will only j inn i

Fiat is making just such a promise with its newest 
car on the road. the cana five-door family 
sedan known as the Tipo. It's been on the Europe- 
an roads since February but makes its debut here at 
rachis [ἰὸς nee Ῥ head to head with such 

ly car classics as the Peugeot 3, 

and the Ford Escort viiaigahhihver, 

icolae Greco, the Tipo product manager claims 
bluntly that “the Tipo will be innovative for the 
next five years,” meaning that the combination of 
computer-aided design and manufacture guarantee 
not only near defect-free products, but are so well- 
Planned according to customer demands and engi- 
neering capabilities, that the Tipo will remain com- 
petitive with new cars for at least-the coming five 
years. 

There are several reasons to believe that Fiat’s 
Promise is not unfounded. ᾿ 

_ The Uno, which is the Tipo's older, albeit smaller 
sibling, has proven that Fiat's emphasis on comput- 
ér-aided design and manufacture. has sharply re- 
duced defective equipment or sloppily assembled 
cars; already five years on the road, the Uno, 
considered the symbol of Fiat's extraordinary turn- 
about, is still selling strong. Some half million 
were sold this year alone in Europe. 

The Tipo, which earlier this month was named 
new car of the year by a panel of’ 57 motoring 
journalists from 17 countries, swamped Italy and 
much of Europe, with 300,000 sold. Some 1,900 
cars a day are produced in the Cassino plant, con- 
sidered the most advanced roboticized auto assem- 


ἃν bly plant in the world. | 


Ironically, the same week that the Tipo was de- 
clared car of the year, Fiat Chairman Giovanni 
Agnelli, announced the resignation of Vittorio Ghi- 
della, the automotive genins who turned Fiat 
around with the Uno and the Tipo. Agnelli’s decision 
to name Cesare Romiti as Fiat’s top executive indi- 
cates that the Fiat owner decided that the automo- 
tive side of the company was strong enough to shift 
emphasis from vehicles to other enterprises. 

Inshor:, Fiat has grown out of its reputation, and 
expectations were high last week when on a bright 
but chilly morning, Fiat public relations man Pietro 
Mantovani pointed to a Tipo in the Rome Hilton 
parking lot and said “we'll see you for lunch in 

rvieto."

The briefing that morning had described the Tipo 
as an allEuropean car. Greco: “We wanted 
the comfort of French cars, the reliability of Ger- 
man cars and the line and road handling of Italian

It isn“t exactly 
a boring car, with the 1.4 version capable of smooth 
and safe handling at speeds upwards of 150 kph, 
and the 1.6 proportionately faster. But it’s 4 Fiat, 
not an Alfa. 

Off the highways, the Tipo’s extraordinarily (for 


its compact size) wide and long wheelbase keeps the

car almost too firmly rooted to the asphalt for the 
driver who wants to be able to use the nuances of 
over and under steering for cornering. 

But the Tipo wasn’t designed as a sports car. 

It’s a family car, designed with a remarkable 
amount of interior space, able to carry five adults in 
comfort for long distances. 

Its extensive use of galvanization and plastics in 
various forms enables Fiat to claim that it is almost 
virtually rust free, and the interior finish is a repudi- 
ation of past Fiat faults. 

It’s as well finished as any car coming off a 
production line in Germany. and no longer does 
Fiat neccessarily mean that a car has to shake and 
rattle as it rolls. Indeed, even the optional sunroof 
closes sufficiently well to keep the car quiet at high 
speeds, with the engine sounds more like a hum 
than a scream. 

While the design and assembly of the chassis and 
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mily sedan 


bady is the-state-of-the-art in advanced technology. 
the engine is essentially an updated version of Fiat's 
classic 1300 cc. engine, In Italy. the engines avail- 
able for the car range from an 1100 all the way toa 
12 valve 2.0, but in Israel. only the 1.4 and the 1.6 
versions will be sald. 

The transmission is brand new. a five forward 
gear is standard. and starting in the spring. an 
automatic version is promised. ν 

Shiftirig is smooth. but it takes a little practice to 
avoid going into reverse instead of fourth. Fifth 
gear is essentially an overdrive that doesn’t provide 
much more acceleration, but mukes cruising at 
speeds much higher than those allowed here, ἃ 
pleasure. 

It has, as expected for a car designed by drivers 
familiar with the utterly cramped driving conditions 
of Rome parking. 3 small turning radius that makes 
it efficient for moving through traffic and parking. 

Fiat has also introduced a feature that as an 
innovation a few years back, failed to make much of 
an impression -- ἃ digitalized dashboard. standard 
on the 1.6 and optional (for NIS2.000) on the 1.4. 


Their trick was to camouflage some of the digita- 
lization in analog form. While the speedometer is 
indeed Jarge flickering digits. the typography is less 
computerish than in the past. 

The tachometer is an analogic graph that lights 
up increasingly taller bars. while the fuel efficiency 
gauge is an on-off two-light system: green for econ- 
omy consumption and red for power. ὃ 

Perhaps unfortunately. perhaps not, this gauge 
seemed particularly sensitive, with practically every 
shift change accompanied by acceleration making 
the red power light flash on. 

It's too carly to tell what marketing strategy can 
be expected for the Tipo. Mediterranean Cars 
Agency marketing executive Yossi Duenias was 
deliberately vague about the price of the car. in 
large part because the government has yet to decide 
whether it will seek to recoup the 12 per cent 
surcharge that will be dropped as of January 1. 
when Israel's trade treaties with the EEC change. 
However. it can be expected that the Tipo will be in 
the high 20s. or low 30s range as far as price 
woes, give or take the estimated 10 per ceat 
het savings to buyers of European cars after Janu- 
ary 1. 

Of course, the government, transitional or new. 
may yet decide to impuse another 12 per cent 
luxury, or road constriction, or intifada or some 
sort of tax to replace lost income from the changing 
customs between Israel and Europe. 

In Italy, the car is being promoted with a combi- 
nation of seduction, high-tech appreciation almost 
as an art form, and directly us the next step up from 
the Uno as the young family car that appeals to 
grandparents as well. 

It's considered highly competitive with a wide 
range of cars: the Golf, Opel Kadett. Peugeot 309 as 
members of what in Europe is catled the Class C 
grade of curs, which represents some 30 per cent of 
the market. But because of its quality. finish and 


τ comfort-oriented driving with regard to both noise 


levels and space, it compares favourably with high- 
er classed cars including the BX, the Ascona, and 
the Volvo. It is only outclassed at the upper 
reaches of the D Market - Mercedes. BMW und 
Audi, 

It has a good chance of challenging the Subaru, 
especially as the yen moves upwards compared to 
the dollar and even the European currencies. It will 
appeal especially to Uno aficionados who have be- 
come a growing family and want a larger car - or 
who have decided to keep their Uno as a second 
car.

.* Gov't scams 
car buyers

SOME 200 purchasers of Delta cars, 
hit by the bankruptcy of the import- 
ing company Kafris-Kaiser, are be- 
ing penalized not only by the incom- 
petent importer but by the state of 
Israel. 5 

The Customs Department has be- 
haved with its usual sadistic indiffer- 
ence to human considerations. The 
196 cars are in port — have been since 
fast August when Kafris-Keiser be- 
came insolvent. The purchasers 
have paid for those cars in full, in- 
cluding every penny of the tax (and 
the importer's commission to boot). 

Responsible for the advance-pay- 
ment system is Customs and Excise, 
which insists that taxes be defrayed 
before the car leaves port; that is, 
before it reaches the purchaser. The 
levy is onerous: for the 196 cars it 
amounts to a seven-figure sum. The 
importer cannot afford such an out- 
fay even in the normal course of 
business. The Transport Ministry 
makes sure of that by minimising his 
commission through the price-con- 
trol mechanism. ; 


So there you have it: the car can- 


τ pot be collected by the importer till 


the tax is paid, the government has 
laid that down. The importer cannot 
afford to.pay the tax, the govern- 
ment has laid that down too. 
What then is the solution? The 
solution is that the customer is re-

There is a great number of unex- 
plained accidents, many of them fa- 
tal, that start and end like this, says 
Prof. Peretz Lavie, head of the 
Technion’s Laboratory for Sleep 
Research. 


A year ago, he wrote to the Egged 
-and Dan bus companies. to the ma- 
jor trucking firms and to the insur- 
ance companies’ association, alert- 
ing them to the danger. 

He tried to convince them to have 
their drivers checked out and treat- 
ed for sleep disorders, because 
“pathologically sleepy” motorists 
run the risk of nodding out for good. 

He hasnt gotten a single 
response. 

That's too bad, Lavie says, be- 
cause for every 1,000 male drivers, 
45 to 50 “have an inclination to fall 
asleep at the wheel.” 

They suffer from “‘sleep apnea 
syndrome,” which interrupts their 
regular sleep as many as hundreds of 
times a night. Each time. they stop 
breathing for about a half-minute.

He either does what the 
government-appointed agent tells 
bim to do, or he gets n0 car. 

The risk factor is in fact taken off 
the shoulders of the purchaser and 
assumed by the government offi- 
cials. They choose the agent, they 
authorize the terms of sale (which 
are standard for all importers). The 
error of judgment was not commit- 
ted by the purchaser — who couldn't’ 
make an error, because he wasn't 
allowed to make a judgment. 

The error was committed by the 
government: yet the government 
shrugs off responsibility and passes 
the buck. It sentences the purchaser 
to pay the damages.

“Sleep is a tyrant - it wil) force 
itself upon you if it is denied,” Lavie 
says. Involuntarily, these quasi-in- 
somniacs try to make up for lost 
sleep by dozing off in passive situa- 
tions, such as watching TV, sitting 
with guests, or driving. 

The sleep lab has tested more 
than 2,000 people over the last 10 
years, and found the disorder occurs 
mostly in men (1.5%), and the worst 
sufferers are men 40-60 years old (3- 
5%). ᾿ 

One-third of the patients admit- 
ted to falling asleep at the wheel at 
least once, but Lavie believes at 
least twice as many have actually 
done so. “Many of the men would 
only acknowledge falling asleep in 
front of the TV, but their wives 
would describe neur-misses un the 
toad when their husbands fell asleep 
while driving.” he notes. 

He mentions a study in Virginia 
published a few months ago, which 
showed that drivers with sleep ap- 
nea syndrome in that state got into 
2% times as many accidents as nor- 


mal drivers, and committed many 
times more traffic violations. 


Lavie sent this data off to the bus 
companies, the truckers and the in- 
Surance companies’ association a 
month ago: again, no response. 


Finding out which drivers suffer 
from the disorder and treating them 
would be a simple matter. he says. 
But he figures the companies don’t 
want to pay for it. : 


This is not only a dangerous ‘poli- 
cy, but an economically short-sight- 
ed one because the prevention of 
one major accident. with all its at- 
tendant financial outlays. could pay 
for the check-ups. 


In the meantime, he recommends 
that chronically tired drivers stay off 
the road from 3~4 a.m. and 3-4 p.m. 
These are the times most of them 
get into accidents because this is 
when the body craves sleep most 
acutely. The common remedy of 
Stopping for a cup of coffee and to 
wash one’s face. also helps.

EXCEPT FOR those who live all 
year in a warm climate, like Eilat, 
wiater-prepping is an annual main- 
tenance chore that, should be com- 
pleted before winter arrives. 

Depending where in Israel you 
live, this should be done in Novem- 
ber or early December. By the end 
of December temperatures can drop 
overnight to freezing or below -- and 
cold combined with rain can be very 
hard on an automobile. 

A fully charged battery will have 
only 65% of its cranking power at 0 
degrees. To add to the problem of 
cold weather starting, gasolitie va- 
porizes more slowly and the ignition 
system requires more voltage at the 
spark plugs to start a cold engine. 
The net result — hard starting or no 
starting unless you've winter- 
prepped your car. 

Another important aspect of win- 
ter-prepping is safeguarding your 


᾿ automobile’s vital fluid’s from the 


cold temperatures. This includes the 
cooling system as well as the battery 
and windshield wipers, 

When water freezes, its volume 
expands by about 10 per cent as it 
turns to ice. If you do not prepare 
your vehicle correctly, it can split 
the radiator or crack the engine 
block. 

The freezing can also rupture the 
battery and windshield fluid reser- 
voir. To avoid these problems, you 
should check the strength of the 
antifreeze in the cooling system and 
the battery's state of charge, and use 
windshield washer antifreeze. 

WINTER-PREP CHECK LIST 

Cooling System: Check the 
strength of the antifreeze and add 
antifreeze to provide freezing pro- 
tection. Make sure you do not use 


the green anti-rust additive which is 
sold here in most accessory stores. 
Buy only real antifreeze. 

BATTERY: 

The battery must be fully charged 
and in good condition. The battery 
cables and terminals should be 
cleaned and tightened. If your bit- 
tery is older than 4 years old. you 
may want to consider investing in ἃ 
new one. . 

ENGINE: 

For cold weather starting, you 
should use a multi-viscosity oil such 
as 10W-30 or 10W-40 in your en- 
gine's crankcase. Stay away from 
the 20W-S0 oils. They are too thick 
for winter and will cause you extra 
starting trouble. If it's been a+while 
since you have last changed your oil, 
go ahead and change your oil and 
filter. Especially since fresh oil 
a and lubricates better than old 
ol 

TUNE-UP: 

A properly tuned engine starts 
tauch easier than one that is out of 
tune, whether it’s mid-summer or 
mid-winter. [If your engine has been 
having such problems as stalling. 
hestitation or rough running. or 
hard starting during warm weather, 
you can bet it will only get worse 
once the temperature drops. The 
spark plugs, points, condenser, plug 
wires. distributor cap and rotor 
should be checked and replaced if 
found to be wor. Other items to 
check include ignition timing, idle 
speed, and choke operation. 

EXHAUST SYSTEM: 

Check the exhaust system for any 
signs of damage or leaks since car- 
bon monoxide poisoning is one of 
the major hazards of winter driving. 
When your windows are rolled up, a 
leaking exhaust pipe or muffler can 
allow carbon monoxide to get inside 
and build up to dangerous levels 
causing asphyxiation.

Recording sales 
on the register 


‘The tax law stipulates that the cash register is to be used for recording 
all cash sales, but these only. Sales on credit or by credit card are not to 
be recorded in the till unless it it is equipped with a separate department 
and calculating device that enables credit sales to be totalled indepen- 
dently of the cash sales. From experience, it would appear that many 
taxpayers are unaware of these provisions governing the till. 

The correct treatment. it would appear, for post-dated cheques re- 
ceived would be either to record them in the cash register, or to record 
them in a proper and systematic maaner, and record them in the cash 
register on the due date. In any event, a proper receipt must be made out 
on receipt of the post-dated cheque. 


O Tax on Flat Rentals 


Some time ago a new amendment to the law was introduced that allows 
taxpayers who eam income from the rental of a flat to pay a tax of 10% 
on the income and without filing a tax report. provided he has πὸ other 
source of income other than a salary. This was previously limited to 
rental income not exceeding NIS 1.000 monthly, but now the figure has 
been boosted, as of July 1988, to NIS 1.300 monthly. ᾿ 

To enjoy this reduced tax, the owner of the apartment must pay it 
within 30 days of receipt of the rental. Late payment, even with linkage 


and interest, is prohibited. 


It has been pointed out that in many instances it may not be wise to 
utilize the reducéd 10% tax because of the high depreciation allowance 
granted on residential apartments. It is interesting to note that the Value- 
Added Tax authorities have issued a directive stating that a “dealer” who 
has rental income not from a business, as defined, need not have a VAT 
file. Those covered by the directive that already have VAT files may ask 


to have them closed.

O Regulations for Maccabi Doctors

Authority which enable its doctors to maintain files for each of their 
patients, which are kept by Maccabi for auditing by the tax authorities. In 
this case, the tax authorities have said the files may be considered an 
alternative to keeping a doctor's journal, thus Maccabi doctors need not 
keep one. It must be stressed that this arrangement does not apply to the 


ather medical societies. 


ΠῚ Tax Breaks for the Elderly 


A person moving into an old-age or retirement home and renting out 
his or her apartment is entitled to a special tax benefit. The income 
earned from renting the apartment may be reduced by up to 50% for tax 
purposes against the fees paid to the old-age home. ἢ 

‘While on the subject of the aged, it is important to note that in 
calculating the tax liability on pension income, 75% of any National 
Insurance paid by the taxpayer may be deductible from the pension 
income in calculating the tax liability.

Elementary sector goes from worse to worst οὖ. 
A dismal year for insurers

TEL AVIV - “There is no doubt 
that 198§ will end up a worse year 
for elementary insurance than 1987. 
Last year was worse than 1986, 
which in turn was not as good as 
1985 .... There are grounds for con- 
cer that, for the first time since 


1983, overall activity in vehicle and. 


property insurance will end up with 
a loss.” 


This was the bleak picture of the 


State of the elementary (non-life) 
insurance industry painted yester- 
day by the acting chairman of the 
Association of Insurance Compa- 
nies, Shabtai Engel, at the umbrella 
organization's annual press confer- 
ence at Beit Sokolow. 

On the basis of the half-yearly 
results of 12 insurance companies 
that have so far been published, the 
first half of 1988 “‘saw a significant 
deterioration in elementary insur- 
ance business compared to the same 
period of 1987." according to the 
association's report. The 12 compa- 
nies represent 48% of the industry's 
total volume, and together they lost 
NIS 11.9 million in the January-June 
1988 period - a real increase of 
114% from a year ago. 

Since these figures do not include 
the expected hefty loss of industry- 
leader Hassneh Insurance Co., the 
final result for the first half will be 
even worse. association leaders 
noted. 

But Engel and his colleagues 
claimed that the sources of this grim 
state of affairs were not to be found 
in the companies themselves, which 
had succeeded in reducing their gen- 
eral expenses in the period. Instead, 
officials pointed to one major and 
one minor factor as the culprits for 
the deterioration between 1987 and 
1988. 

The lesser cause of the losses was 
a fall of 7% in the level of profits 
from investments, but this. account- 
ed for only one-quarter of the dete- 
Tioration, the association said in its 
report. The dominant factor was the 
27% rise in overall expenses, which 
outstripped the 25.5% rise in reve- 
nues. Behind this lay a sharp rise in 
claims, especially in the areas of 
property and vehicle insurance,

Shabtai Engel, head of the Associ- 
ation of Insurance Companies, told 
reporters that his calculations 
showed that the average one-car 
family spent over NES 2,500 per an- 
num on insuring its car and home. 

This was based on a figure of NIS 
1,300 for an average family car, with 
another NIS 400 going on compul- 
sory insurance.’ The family apart- 
ment, assuming that its contents did 
not include objects of outstanding 
value, cost another NJS 800-900 to 
insure, bringing the total to NIS 
2,500-2,600. 

This sum, Engel noted, was equiv- 
alent to approximately one and a half 
times the average wage. In other 
words, the average family spent one 
and a half average salaries in order 
to insure its average home and aver- 


car. 

Even the heads of the insurance 
industry do not believe that they can 
extract any more for the services 
they offer. 


which themselves reflected rising 
crime rates and the upward trend in 
traffic accidents. 


Among the facts and figures that 
Engel cited to show how bad the 
situation in car insurance has he- 
come were these: 

= In January-March 1988. insur- 
ance companies received 21%> more 
claims per car than the average for 
1987. 

& The rate of claims is now run- 
ning at the level of one for every two 
cars insured. 

Ξ The 5% rise in car insurance 
premiums that was authorized Sep- 
tember 1 and was accompanied by a 
reduction in the level of permissible 
premium rebates that was equiva- 
lent to another 4-5% on average 
premiums. has already been mostly 
wiped out by the subsequent autho- 
rization of increased garage labour 
costs. 

The report admitted that “wild 
competition” within the industry, 
especially early in the year. had 
made “a certain contribution” to the 
fall in profitability on vehicle insur- 
ance. This was the only internally 
generated factor at work, according 
to the report. 

The propesty and vehicle insur- 
ance sector thus faces a loss for this 
year. But, the report added, “there 
may be big differences between 
companies, and some firms may 
even manage to break even.~ 

About the only good news the 
report had to offer was that the most 
recent period showed indications 
that the pace of claims on car insur- 
ance had fallen. This combined with 
the rise in rates, might lead to an 
improvement next year. 

Another source of hope for at 
least some hard-pressed insurees 
(see box) came from Engel. who 
said that the association has issued a 
tender ‘to data:processing compa- 
nies for the establishment of ἃ cen- 
tral data bank on drivers’ accident 
records. This would allow insurance 
companies to base their car insur- 
ance policies on what Engel termed 
“genuine rebates, similar to those 
given in other countries, which re- 
flect the driver's personal record.~ 
currently. the industry grants 
group-reductions with little regard 
to individual drivers’ record regard- 
ing claims and accident-proneness. 


New chairman Robert Maxwell yields publicity 


Robert Maxwell yields needed 
publicity for Israel Bonds UK

But as of last week, UK Bonds has 
a powerful new means of attracting 
publicity, interest and, it is hoped, 
purchasers. Robert Maxwell, the 
mercurial boss of Mirror Group 
Newspapers and media i 
the world over, has been elected 
president of State of Israel Bonds 
UK, and where Maxwell leads, oth- 


portedly committed himself to a fur- 
ther £8m. investment in the coming 
years. : 

He stresses that he regards Israel 
Bonds as an investment, not a chari- 


table donation, and believes Bonds 
can play a key role in helping Israel 
towards economic self-sufficiency. 

For the UK Bonds’ newly arrived 
executive director, Gideon Selinger, 
Maxwell’s involvement at the top of 
the operation is a welcome boon. 

“Awareness of Israel Bonds here 
has not been great,"’ he said this 
week. ‘Some people mistakenly see 
Bonds as another form of charity, 
while those who know them as a gilt- 

* edged security fear that only million- 
aires and billionaires are eligible to 
buy.” 

Selinger pointed out that israel 
Bond denominations start as low 
$250 and mature in a year. ‘In 
America, they are seen as an ideal 
bar mitzva present, serving both as 
an investment and as an inducement 
to the lucky recipient to visit Israel 
when they mature and use them as 


spending money. That’s the sort of * 


idea we want to encourage here.”” 
Selinger intends to boost Israel 
Bonds sales in the UK by campaign- 
ing on two levels, publicizing the low 
denominations among smaller inves- 
tors, through synagogues, competi- 
tions, leaflets and so on, and direct- 
ing more personal efforts towards 
potentially larger institutional 
TS. 


He believes Maxwell’s “initiative, ; 


determination and influence” can 
help open doors'to the larger inves- 
tors, as well as bringing much-need- 
ed publicity. : 

“We have three or four peo, 
who invest particularly heavily with 
us each year, but they don't like to 
get publicity for their efforts. They 
prefer to stay in the background. 

“That seems to be the 
among the British, in: marked con- 
trast to America, where sometimes 
investors will attend lavish dinners, 
rashing to microphones to outdo 
each other in public displays of 
Bonds-buying generesity.”” 

In America, he added, investors 
might be farious if their purchase 
was not widely publicized. ‘Here, 
some buyers would be furious if we 
did make a public fuss.” 

To emphasize the difference be- 
tween the two communities, Selinger 
noted that, in the U.S., purchasers of 
$25,000 worth of Israel Bonds are 
awarded a bust of David Ben-Gur- 
jon. In a deep, dark corner of the 
London offices of State of Israel 
Bonds UK, about a dozen Ben-Gur- 
jon busts sit gathering dust. “‘Few 
bayers here,”" says Selinger, ‘‘would 
come forward to collect one.” 


Is America in industrial decline? —

NEW YORK - Because many polit- 
ical and business leaders say it is so, 
and renowned academics provide a 
theoretical base for so believing, a 
sense of industrial decline pervades 
American thinking. 

If, by chance, it is forgotten, re- 
ports on the trade deficit, budget 
deficits, weak savings, low growth in 
gross national product and apparent 
weakness in exports restore it to the 
public consciousness. 

It is imbedded now, part of the 
national psyche, and reflected in a 
morbid sense of inevitable decline 
comparable to, what overtook eco- 
nomic empires in the past: It con- 
trasts sharply with the old self view 
of America as No. 1. 

And it might not be justified. 

Prof. Richard McKenzie of Clem- 
son University is gaining a growing 
following in American economic cir- 
cles, and among senior officials of 
the Ronald Reagan and George 
Bush administrations. He believes 
there is evidence in the past few 
years to question whether the thesis 


is America’s fate and, instead, to - 


wonder if it might be a fiction of 
well-intended but incomplete 
research. 

Among his reasons for so believ- 
ing is that much of the scholarly 
research that led to such assump- 
tions were based on data for the 
1960s and 1970s, and that when such 
data are updated to the mid-1980s 
another story emerges. 

After updating, says McKenzie, 


the data “no longer confirm (at 
least, with the same force) popular 
- and scholarly visions of relative de- 
cline.” In short, many things have 
changed in the 1980s. - 

For example, McKenzie says U.S. 
gross national product in relation to 
GNP for the rest of the world did 
indeed decline from 43% in 1960 to 
33% in 1975. But it has stabilized 
since then. A similar pattern shows 
up in comparisons of American 
GNP with the GNPs of major devel- 
oped countries, says the professor, 
who is a fellow of the conservative 
Heritage Foundation in 
Washington. 

In proposing that many fellow ac- 
ademics have made incorrect as- 
sumptions. McKenzie is challenging 
some of the brightest academic writ- 
ers of popular economic tomes, in- 
cluding Harvard professors Robert 
Reich and Paul Kennedy, 


Kennedy, a Harvard historian 
who remains on some bestseller lists 
with The Rise and Fall of the Great 
Powers, says the U.S. must learn 
how to manage its affairs so that 
erosion takes place slowly and 
smoothly. In short, an assumption is 
made that the country is caught in 
the jaws of an unrelenting historical 
force, and that if it cannot escape it 
can at least try to slow the inevitable 
and attempt to make the descent 
tolerable. - 5, 

As δη- example of his thinking, 
McKenzie challenges the popular 
argument that the mounting inter- 
national trade deficit is prima facie 


evidence of lost competitiveness, 
lost drive and a declining standing in 
the world economy. 

Ina paper published by Washing- 
ton University’s Centre for the 
Study of American Business, the 
professor says that one reason for 
the big trade deficit is faster U.S. 
economic growth compared with 
many other nations. “With more 
rapid growth, producers need more 
resources, many of which must be 
drawn from abroad in the form of 
imports,” he writes. “Io turn, fewer 
domestic resources are available for 
the production of goods for export.” 

The decline in real U.S. exports in 
the 1980s, therefore, probably re- 
flects a significant rise in domestic 
consumption, McKenzie says. 

Again, while pessimists complain 
that the country is being sold to 
foreign interests, McKenzie com- 
pares the situation to the huge for- 
eign investment in U.S. railroads in 
the 1880s, which was the foundation 
‘of the American empire. 

He contends that the correct way 


to view such foreign investments is - 


the same way economists view ex- 
ports of goods and services: They 
are “products” produced by the 
economy that are attractive to 
foreigners. , ἢ .

The real beauty of the scheme, though, is that the right to the loan is 
best exercised immediately after the devaluation, when dollar-linked 
borrowing is the cheapest form of credit.

_ a rouble cosis about 
$1.60, but on the black market -- in 
Tunisia, say — you can get four. five, 
six roubles for a dollar,’ says Mur- 
ray Feshbach. research professor in 
demography at Georgetown Univer- 
sity and a specialist in Soviet eco- 
nomics.

The devaluation by January 1990 
was announced in the Soviet press 
Friday as a resolution of the Soviet 
government.

If a dollar is actually worth 
five roubles ~ that is. one rouble for 
20 cents instead of the official 160 
cents — a devaluation would have to 
be much larger than 50% to be 
realistic.

NEW YORK - Pillsbury rejected an 
improved offer of 563 a share from 
Grand Metropolitan Monday, as 
both parties appeared in court for 
hearings on the food group's poison 
pill. probably its last line of defence 
against takeover by the UK bidder. 

The court ruling, which could 
come by the end of the week, is 
keenly awaited not only by the com- 
panies but also by investment bank- 
ers and lawyers. Wall Street is 
searching for a clearer idea of the 
effectiveness of poison pills in Dela- 
ware, the state where a majority of 
large U.S. companies are 
incorporated. 

Some 88% of Pillsbury’s share- 
holders have tendered their shares 
to GrandMet but it cannot accept 
them without triggering the poison 
pill. Under the pill, a flood of new 
stock is issued, making the takeover 
uneconomic, 


GrandMet had raised its offer 
from $60 during weekend negotia- 
tions in New York. One participant 
described these talks as “ἃ series of 
offers, deadlines and threats.” Phil- 
ip Smith and Allen Sheppard, chief 
executives respectively of Pillsbury 
and GrandMet, met twice while 
their legal and financial advisers ne- 
gotiated intensively. 

The talks foundered on price. 
with Pillsbury’s directors apparently 
holding out for an offer falling with- 
in the $68-$73 a share valuation of 
their company by its four investment 
bank advisers. GrandMet said it was 
willing to offer S65 in a friendly 
transaction. 

The two sides reported different 
versions of the hectic weekend 
events, however, with Pillsbury, for 
example, believing GrandMet was 
prepared to go as high as $67. The 
camps appeared to end up with con- 
flicting impressions of what each 
might offer or accept. 


Lawyers unconnected with the 

battle were generally unwilling to 
predict how the court might rule. In 
recent cases, Delaware judges have 
tended to favour keeping poison 
pills in place while they still promote 
an auction for the target company. 
In some cases, the pill has been re- 
moved once final competing offers 
are on the table, thus giving share- 
holders a chance to choose between 
them. 
The Pillsbury case is different, 
though, because no counter-bidder 
has challenged GrandMet and Pills- 
bury's management has had great 
difficulties in working up a restruc- 
turing and recapitalization .of their 
own, to offer shareholders as an 
alternative. 


EC, China sign 
textile accord 


BRUSSELS -- China and the Euro- 
pean Community have signed a 
four-year accord governing trade in 
textiles between the two sides, in- 
tended to replace the present one 
that expires at the end of the year. 

The deal offers better access to 
the EC market for China, already 
one of Europe’s most powerful sup- 
pliers of textiles, with the result that 
total imports of textiles into the EC, 
including sales from all other 
sources, could rise 1%. For that rea- 
son, the accord is likely to run into 
criticism from big EC textile produc- 
ing countries such as Portugal, 
Greece and Italy. 

Textiles represent one-third of 
Chinese exports to the EC, and its 
sales in that sector are growing sig- 
nificantly faster than China's flour- 
ishing trade with the Community as 
a whole.

STOCKHOLM (Reuter) - A scien- 
tific study concluding that amateur 
boxing does not harm the brain has 
served only to entrench the posi- 
tions of Sweden's vociferous lobbies 
for and against the sport. 

The scientists, commissioned by 
Sweden's National Federation of 
Sports, conducted the world’s first 
detailed neurological study compar- 
ing boxers with soccer players and 
att — and found amateur 

its presented no more risks than 
heading a soccer ball or running 100 
metres. ᾿ 

The research, presented this week 
at a national medical congress, 
touched off an immediate contro- 
versy in Sweden where professional 
boxing has been banned since 1969. 

Elated fans of the sport said the 
study had pushed the country’s ve- 
hement anti-boxing camp against 
the ropes. 

-“The aim of our study was to see 
if Swedish amateur boxing leads to 
any brain damage. The answer was 
an unequivocal no,” said. Ejnar 
Eriksson, a professor of sports 
medicine. 

Eriksson said his team of scien- 
tists at Stockholm’s Karolinska In- 
Stitute, the research complex which 
awards the Nobel Prize in medicine, 
used all available neurological scan- 
ning methods during the four-year 
study.

All amateur fights are 
staged over three rounds while most 
professional title fights are sched- 
uled for 12. 

“Sweden is safest, closely fol- 
lowed by the rest of Europe. The 
United States lags far behind in safe- 
ty,” Ludwig said. 

Sweden won two boxing medals at 
the Seoul Olympics. Lars Myrberg. 
who won a light-welterweight 
bronze and has contested 143 ama- 
‘teur bouts, was not surprised by the 
Tesearch conclusions. 

“You fade away for half a second, 
that's all. At the most, you have a 
headache the next day,” he said of 
the two knockouts he has suffered 
during his career.

Selling soccer to 
acquit amateur boxing | America through TV 


LONDON (AP) - After bis success 
in teaching American football to 
soccer-mad Britons. Derek Bran- 
don is preparing himself for an even 
tougher assignment: selling interna- 
tional soccer to the Americans. 

With the 1994 World Cup in 
mind, Brandon is planning a TV 
promotion in the U.S. similar to the 
NFL series that has persuaded thou- 
sands of Britons to swap soccer 
shoes for shoulder pads and 
helmets. . 

“Even with the United States 
hosting the World Cup, selling soc- 
cer to the Americans is definitely 
going to be harder than selling grid- 
iron football to the British.” said 
Brandon, whose company. Cheer- 
leader Productions, was behind the 
successful screening of football in 
Britain. 

“Soccer is an exciting sport, but it 
has its dull moments and you have 
to keep people's interest.” 

Since 1982, Brandon's company 
has packaged a series of pro- 
grammes incorporating recorded 
NFL games with explanatory on- 
Screen notes so that British viewers 
could follow the game. 

The programmes led to a boom in 
interest among British sports fans 
and Cheerleader followed them 
with a similar, though [655 success- 
ful, series on baseball. 

At the end of January, British- 
born Brandon leaves Cheerleader to 
form a new company, as yet un- 
named, and plans to hit the Ameri- 
can public with a similar series on 
soccer. 

“Diego Maradona might be a 
household name in the rest of the 
world,” Brandon said. “But, in the 
States, he doesn’t compare with 
some of the big names in football, 
baseball, basketball and hockey. 

“We want to make Maradona, 
and also the American national 
team, household names over there, 
and also help the Americans get a 
better understanding and apprecia- 
tion of the game. 

“There is not enough goalmouth 
incident in soccer to keep the aver- 
age American interested so we have 
to educate them about the finer 
points of the game.” 


Although a timetable has not 
been officially drawn up, the first 
programmes are likely to feature 
games next year involving the U.S. 
national team. 

Chris Whyte, an English player 
who spent two seasons in the Major 
Indoor Soccer League in the U.S.. 
said Brandon faced a difficult 
task. 

“In-my opinion based on my ex- 
periences over there. he will find it 
very hard. But I hope it is a suc- 
cess,” said Whyte. currently of West 
Bromwich Albion in the English 
second division, but formerly of 
New York Express and the Los An- 
geles Lazers. 

“Soccer: has four other major 
sports ahead of it when it comes to 
attracting the crowds and American 
football, baseball, basketball and 
ice hockey are going to take a lot of 
moving.” Whyte said. 

Brandon argues that by showing 
the U.S. audience what the rest of 
the world is shouting about, they 
will take soccer on board along with 
the other big four sports. 

“Each programme we will profile 
a player, so that the next time they 
see Gary Lineker, the American fan 
will recognize him and follow his 
progress,” he said. ‘That's what we 
did with football in Britain and it 
worked.” 

He said he might even try selling 
cricket to the Americans, 

“We have been asked to do that 
in the past," he said. “I don’t think 
the Test matches would go very well: 
in the States. 

“But they might like the one-day 
games where you're guaranteed a re- 
sult.”

Three Gaza residents were ex- 
pelled to Lebanon yesterday, and 
local sources said three youths were 
shot and wounded by IDF soldiers. 

The curfew which was imposed on 
the Gaza Strip earlier this week was 
lifted yesterday, except for the Shati 
refugee camp and Rafah’s Tel Sul- 
tan quarter. 

An IDF spokesman in the South- 
ern Command said he knew of only 
one injured person, who had been

The three expelled yesterday 
were Ahmad Hassan Muhana, 39, 
Issa Eid Saleh Hamadah, 60, and 
Abdul Fatah Mahmoud Ziadeh, 55. 
They were taken to the village of 
Hasbaya, in the South Lebanon se- 
curity strip, and from there driven 
by taxi to the village of Zimriya, 
north of the zone. 

The IDF spokesman said that Mu- 
hana was arrested for “terror activi- 
ty” — but did not specify what. Mu- 
hana served a sentence for earlier 
attacks and was released in May 
1985 in the exchange with Ahmed 
Jibril. He was not tried for his re- 
newed activities. A Palestinian 
source said he was a member of the 
Islamic Jihad. 


Hamadah, the second deportee, a 
member of Fatah, was accused of 
possessing weapons and planting ex- 
plosive devices, but the IDF spokes- 
man was unable to say. where he had 
been arrested or for how long he 
had been detained. A Palesunian 
source said Hamadah was arrested 
on May 5, 1969 after losing an eye in 
clashes with Israeli security forces. 
He was sentenced to four life terms. 

The third deportee, Ziadeh, is 
said to have infiltrated in 1969, two 
years after Israel occupied the Gaza 
Strip. He was not served with an 
expulsion order because he was con- 
sidered to have entered Israel 
illegally. 

None of the three was on the list 
of 26 people who had been served 
with expulsion orders in July. Those 
on the list have so far not been 
expelled. 

A Palestinian source said that in 
the Bureij camp Osama Moham- 
med, 14, had been shot and wound- 
ed in the knee. In Khan Yunis 
troops shot and wounded Ahmed 
Kullab, also 14, in the thigh. 

And in Gaza’s Sabra district a sol- 
dier fired rubber bullets, one of 
which hit Nidal al-Kaid, 4, in the

3 killed in road accidents,

Three people were killed and six 
others, including National Religious 
Party leader MK Avner Shaki, were 
hurt in six road accidents yesterday. 

Witnesses to a hit-and-run acci- 
dent at about 8 a.m. near Jerusa- 
lem’s Hyatt Hotel on Mt. Scopus in 
which a 25-year-old French tourist 
was killed are requested to contact 
the police.

In Holon, local resident Oscar 
Klein, 88, was hit by 2 car and killed 
while crossing the road in the morn- 
ing near the Wolfson Hospital.
